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DETAILED ACTION 



The amendment of 4/5/04 modified the definition of the EPI in the specification 
and in claims 1 -1 1 (the amended text of claims 12-23 appears to be consistent with the 
originally filed specification and is supported by the original specification). Upon review 
of the original specification, it appears that the amendment is not supported by the 
original specification. Prior to the amendment, the specification considered both two 
types of EPI's - termed redeemable items, such as tickets, and non-redeemable items, 
such as bicycles. As understood by the examiner, the original specification does not 
define the events associated with the ticket as the EPI. As such, the amendments to 
claims 1 -1 1 and the specification introduce new matter. In considering the claims for 
the following election requirement, the original specification was used and the 
amendments to claims 1-1 1 were not considered. The amendments which are not 
consistent with the original specification should be withdrawn.
